Notwithstanding any provision of any certificate furnished by an insurer in connection with, or

pursuant to any group sickness and accident insurance policy delivered, issued, renewed or used, in

or outside this state, on or after the effective date of this amendment, July 1, 1980, and

notwithstanding any provision of any policy of insurance delivered, issued for delivery, renewed or

used, in or outside this state, on or after the effective date of this amendment, July 1, 1980, whenever

such policy or certificate is subject to the jurisdiction of this state and provides for reimbursement for

any service that may be legally performed by a person licensed in this state as a psychologist as

defined in division (A) of section 4732.01 of the Revised Code, reimbursement under such policy or

certificate shall not be denied when such service is rendered by a person so licensed who has

received a doctorate of psychology or has a minimum of five years clinical experience.
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
